I do not keep 
such a list and only rarely do we find materiel which is either not in our 
collection or covered by a later and bettcr publication. I am sorry for that 
reason that I cannot give you any valuation for the items I am asking you to 
send me - in some cases I do not know what they are - so if you will just 
place your list value on them I can very quickly decide whether or not they 
are worth that amount to us.

Regarding the American Journal of Numismatics,we still have 4. 
few complete sets on hand, and with the exception of the earlier volumes , we 
can supply almost any of the individual numbers. This is especially true for 
the last vilumes issued from 1914 on, although the supply of Frey’s dictionary 
is beginning to show that it will not last indefinitely. 


I am enclosing a list of our other publications for your infor- 
mation, even thowh this may have been done previously. We can send you items 
you may desire (on consignment) which will enable you to return them in the P 
event of a non-sale. On the Numismatic Notes and Monographs I cannot allow you 
more than fifteen (15) per cent - this by action of the Council. I am also 
sending you a copy of the index to the Journal which will enable you te locate 
any of the articles which appear therein and possibly save you purchasing what 
may look to be an attractive title and prove to be only an excerpt from the 
Journal. 
As I my have written you previously, we have just had our Museum 
enlarged and the work of getting the library adjusted to its new quarters has 
been a slow, tedious one. In addition we are mking an arrangement with 
another library whereby a considerable portion of ow obsolete and duplicate H 
books are to be turned over to them. Whe this operation has been completed 
I shall be in a bettcr position to inform you as to what we have with regard to 
periodicals or other saleable material. This I camot do at present because the § 
other work must be given precedence, — 


Please do not hesitate to write me further and at length concerning 
any details which I may help you. The list of books which is being printed in 
the Ae N. Ae handbook should stimulate interest in numismatic literature but so 
many of the it are difficult to procure that the benefit is going to be 
minimized. Should you come to New York, I believe I can help you if you will 
let m know so that I can be sure to be on hand when you are here. —

I have also included volume one of Scott's 
"Coin Collector's Journal, as I think I recall that the set listed by you 
lacked this number only. It is in very good condition and it ssems to me that

Regarding the Journal, we have but three completes sets left on hand. 
All three of these have certain of the annual volumes bound. The binding in 
some sets is rubbed or wracked. For purposes of clear thinking, it would be 
best to consider that it would be necessary to rebind the entire set. The 
unbound volumes would be clean and in perfect condition. As you know, there 
are fifty-three volumes, and the issues for the last five or six years sold at 
five dollars ($5.00) each, and the others at two dollars ($2.00) per volume.
